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Problems, Problems on Green 
Ridge Parking; No Answers Yet

A capacity crowd filled the 
Green Ridge House (GRH) com- 
munity room on June 25 to listen 
to a city council worksession on 
parking alternatives for the city’s 
senior apartment house. The 
crowd consisted primarily of two 
groups — called “thems” by 
Mayor Judith Davis — the resi- 
dents of GRH and their neigh- 
bors residing in Greenbelt 
Homes, Inc. (GHI) houses. 
At the end of the meeting 
Davis noted that it had been 


“them” vs. “them.” “I don’t 
want that,” she said. “We are 
Greenbelt people. We have to 


work together as a group to 
_make it work.” 

The division arose when GRH 
residents sought to have more 
off-street parking for their build- 
ing. Presently GRH has 41 
spaces of which one is desig- 
nated as ten-minute parking for 
visitors. Permits have been issued 
to residents to park 46 cars in the 
lot. No parking spaces are allot- 
ted for people who work at 
GRH, although during the day- 
time spaces are available in the 
parking lot and on the street. 

Although GRH met parking 
standards at the time it was built, 
Prince George’s County would 
require the building to have 67 
spaces if it were now being built. 
The building thus has a 26-space 
deficit on the basis of current 
code requirements. 

Shortage of parking spaces is 
not just a GRH problem. The 
GHI units along Ridge between 
Southway and Gardenway total 
132, for which there are 149 off- 
street parking spaces, including 
garages, a ratio of 1.1 spaces per 
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unit. The county code now re- 
quires a ratio of 2 spaces per 
unit. Thus GHI has a current 
code deficit of 115 spaces. 
Parking on Ridge 
On-street parking spaces on 
Ridge Road — some 89 spaces 
— take care of the overflow 
parking. Even counting the 
street parking, however, the area 


that had been or are being con- 
sidered. Of the first six alterna- 
tives considered, five were previ- 
ously ruled out for one reason or 
another. Option 1 would have 
provided 12 more spaces on the 
front lawn of GRH but would 
have adversely impacted upon a 
giant specimen oak tree located 
on the front lawn. Option 2 


At the council's request, staff had also looked into ways to 
manage parking so as to minimize the need for spaces. 





is short of code-required spaces 
by 41. Except during the Labor 
Day Festival, residents indicated 
that parking is usually available 
on the street. However, spaces 
are more apt to be available near 
Gardenway, and not so likely to 
be available at night near GRH. 

Marian Evans, a GRH resi- 
dent, cited a newspaper account 
of a recent rape incident on 
Ridge Road and told council that 
“Nobody in their right mind 
would be out walking at 10, 
10:30 in the evening.” However, 
Pearl Siegel, a resident of 19 
Court, told council that she fre- 
quently attends evening meetings 
and that when. she returns, “I 
have never had any difficulty 
finding a place to park. I don’t 
see what the problem is.” 

Bonnie Brant stated that she 
had been counting available 
spaces along Ridge Road be- 
tween 8 and 10 in the evening 
and had found between eight and 
23 spaces available each time. 

Alternatives 

Davis called on Community 
Planner Terri Hruby to explain 
the various alternative solutions 
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would have put 18 spaces on 
GHI land across the street be- 
tween 21 and 23 Courts. Option 
3 would have expanded the park- 
ing lot by 35 spaces onto GHI 
property in front of 20 Court. 
Option 4 would have built a new 
26-space lot on the east side of 
the building with access from 
roadways serving the 24 Court. 
Option 6 would have expanded 
the GRH parking lot directly in 
front of the building, providing 
14 spaces. All these options, 
ranging in cost from $36,800 to 
$136,410 were found by. council 
to be unsuitable. 

Option 5, however, was kept 
open for further consideration. It 
would provide 52 spaces behind 
GRH with an access road being 
built on the 20 Court side of the 
building. The parking lot would 
be partially laid out upon city 
parkland (formerly Parcel 2), 
which many regard as the city’s 
greenbelt. Because of a retaining 
wall needed next to GHI property 
and the large number of spaces 
provided, this option, at $163,000, 
was the most expensive of the

Fireworks Shower 
Wary Spectators

Greenbelt’s Fourth of July 
fireworks have always been 
thrilling, but this year’s display 
may have been too exciting for 
some viewers. 

Midway through the display a 
large shell streaked high over the 
lake-side crowd before exploding 
into a brilliant white star burst, 
which dissolved into sparkling 
streamers that crackled as they 
drifted toward the earth. Initial 
awe gave way to panic as the 
crowd surrounding the bandstand 
realized that they were about to 
be showered by burning chunks 
of the firework. Luckily no in- 
juries were reported, although 
most found the event disconcert- 
ing. 

Ken Hall of the Public Works 
Department, who supervises the 


fireworks display, reported that 
such incidents are unusual, but 
not unheard of; he could recall 
similar incidents from years past. 
Usually fireworks explode over 
the lake and high enough that 
any shell is governed mainly by 
its internal composition; its 
launch has little influence over 
its flight path. 

In another unusual occur- 
rence, approximately four 
unexploded shells were discov- 
ered after the display ended, 
most likely the victims of faulty 
fuses. After receiving permis- 
sion from the fire marshall and 
waiting for the crowd to dis- 
perse, Hall and his crew deto- 
nated these shells in order to 
eliminate the danger inherent in 
live fireworks. 


History of Smith Tract 
Reveals Uses, Resources

From the earliest available his- 
torical records, the tract abutting 
on the intersection of Branchville 
Road with the CSX railroad 
tracks has been environmentally 
fragile. Long the site of a sand 
and gravel operation, it is now 
known as the A. H. Smith Lim- 
ited Partnership. It has been in 
the news recently for possible 
joint development with adjacent 
property belonging to the Wash- 
ington Metropolitan Area Transit 
Authority (WMATA) at the 
Greenbelt Metro station. 


During the past decade the 


Smith tract had also been under 
scrutiny by the Maryland Depart- 
ment of the Environment (MDE) 


for violations of legislation con- 
trolling the use of wetlands. The 
owner was granted a state permit 
in 1985 for the washing operation 
necessary to sand and gravel min- 
ing and discharge of the water 
into the nearby stream. Three 
years later MDE modified the 
permit, setting effluent limitations 
for total, suspended solids and tur- 
bidity in order to protect water 
quality in the receiving stream. 
Nine years of legal appeals 
and court suits then followed, re- 
sulting in 1997 in the company’s 
payment of a $49,000 penalty 
plus more than $5,000 in interest 
fees, and discontinuation of the 


sand and gravel operation.

‘Smith, WMATA Tract Development 


Studied by MNCPPC Staff, Citizens

Two methods of developing 
the Greenbelt Metro Station Area 
received the blessing of both the 
Prince George’s County Council 
and the Maryland-National Capi- 
tal Park and _ Planning 
Commission’s (M-NCPPC) Plan- 
ning Board. Both are already 
underway. The Sector Planning 
tool process is aimed at develop- 
ing and redeveloping the area 
around the station with special 
concentration on the A. H. Smith 
and Washington Metropolitan 
Area Transit Authority (WMATA) 
land, the “central core area.” 
Previously called the “focus 
area,” the central core includes 
properties and residential and 
commercial projects surrounding 
the core tracts. (See map.) 

The other method involves a 
market-driven development tool 
creating a Metro Planned Com- 
munity (MPC) in the heavy in- 
dustrial-zoned Smith/WMATA 
properties. This process will 
concentrate on attracting “up- 
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scale” tenants to locate in the 
proposed mixed development 
“central core area.” Less empha- 
sis is given to the surrounding 


‘area and fewer opportunities for 


public participation are possible 
than in the Sector Plan process. 
Passage of legislation creating the 
MPC on May 19 has allowed the 
developer to begin marketing ac- 
tivities. 
Sector Planning Group 

Currently the Sector Planning 
process, initiated by the Prince 
George’s County Council on 
April 23, 1998, is moving ahead 
with the formation of a Sector 
Planning Group. It will consist 
primarily of members of the pre- 
vious Greenbelt Metro Area 
Study Group. This group repre- 
sents citizen organizations, prop- 
erty owners and elected officials 
from the municipalities of 
Berwyn Heights, College Park 
and Greenbelt. -The group will 
be working closely with the M- 
NCPPC staff to develop land use 
concepts and urban design alter- 


natives for the Greenbelt Metro 
Area Sector Plan. 

As listed in a publication, 
“Goals, Concepts and Guidelines” 
(GCG), Greenbelt will be repre- 
sented by five participants. Two 
councilmembers, Alan Turnbull 
and Rodney Roberts, will join 
Councilmember Thomas White, 
Roy Dahl and Thomas Renahan, 
who have been serving since 
April 1997. 

Since the GCG publication, 
others have been added to the 
group. These include Community 
Manager Kristinia Beckett of the 
new management company, Insig- 
nia, that has recently taken over 
responsibility for Springhill Lake. 
Kap Kapastin will continue to 
represent Beltway Plaza, and 
Dean Armstrong for Capital Of- 
fice Park. 

The Prince George’s Economic 
Development Corporation and the 
Prince George’s Chamber of 
Commerce will also be repre- 


sented. A Berwyn Heights

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Council Wears Two Hats | 


The Greenbelt City Council and citizens must keep in mind that 
council wears two hats in considering the Green Ridge House park- 
ing issue. Since the city owns Green Ridge House and operates it as 
a private residence for qualifying seniors, the Council serves in the 
role of landlord for the property. As the landlord, it must deal with 
the inadequacy of parking for the building’s residents and employees. 
Fortunately the building reserve funds are apparently sufficient to pay 
for a solution to the problem. These funds are not general tax funds; 
the senior housing project has never been supported by general city 
tax revenues. 

The city council is also the governing body for the city. As such, 
it must represent the interests of all citizens, deal with problems ap- 
propriate for city concerns, regulate city activities and the use of pub- 
lic ways, and be the custodian of city property. 

We think that the city council has confused these two roles. In 
particular, we think that the council erred in attempting to solve the 
Green Ridge House problem by considering off-site solutions. Par- 
ticularly bad judgment was used in considering devoting a portion of 
the city’s park land and designated greenbelt for the parking facility, 
a private use. We believe the council would have given short shrift 
to such a proposal if it had been made by a private landowner. We 
find the proposals to build added parking on Greenbelt Homes, Inc. 
property at the 19-21 Courts and 20 Court of Ridge for Green Ridge 
House equally disturbing. 

We believe that the Green Ridge House parking problems should 
be resolved by using space on that property and that such a solution 
is possible. We oppose any use of city parkland for this purpose. As 
landlord for the project, and with funds available, the council should 
work toward a private solution. But as the governing body of the 
city, the council must continue its role in assuring that all development 
proposals, including those for Green Ridge House, do not adversely 
impact upon neighboring properties and the community as a whole.

I am opposed to the solution 
to the “Green Ridge parking 
problem” that calls for an ac- 
cess road from Gardenway to 
the rear of Green Ridge House 
for several reasons: 

¢ Security problems for the 
residents who live at Green 
Ridge. The BW parkway pedes- 
trian overpass and walkway, 
long suspected as an entrance/ 
escape route for criminals, will 
intersect this new, brightly lit 
entrance to the “back lot” at 
Green Ridge House. (When my 
car was ransacked, I found dis- 
carded items thrown in the 
bushes between my house and 
the pedestrian walkway.) This 
“back lot” will not be seen 
from Gardenway or from Ridge 
Road. 

* Not cost effective in terms 
of money and the environment.

* This solution unfairly im- 
pacts residents of surrounding 
GHI homes to solve a problem 
limited to Green Ridge resi- 
dents and visitors.

Right now, it appears to me 
that the solution of removing a 
few trees from the front of 
Green Ridges to provide 14 
more spaces is both more se- 
cure, economical and fair to all.

As reconstituted, the Sector 
Planning Group continues work 
carried out in the nine-month pre- 
planning study by the smaller 
group, whose recommendations 
were endorsed in the County 
Council action.

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HISTORY 
(Continued from page 1) 
Environmental Damage 

Long before that time, however, 
public officials had been concerned 
about the environmental damage 
caused by activities on the site. In a 
1974 volume, “The Neighborhoods of 
Prince George’s County: Community 
Renewal Program,” Maryland-Na- 
tional Capital Park and Planning 
Commission (MNCPPC) staff de- 
scribed “environmental nuisances,” 
such as “wind-borne sand and dust, 
waste-water emptying into Indian 
Creek, and the generation of heavy 
truck traffic (carrying the products) on 
Greenbelt Road.” 

The report noted the “Structural 
‘blight of a few buildings associated 
only with the mineral extraction site.” 
(Oldtimers will remember in particu- 
lar a ramshackle former farm house 
on Branchville Road that was used to 
store and sell used building materi- 
als.) According to beliefs current in 
1974, the owner of the tract had fur- 
nished materials used in building 
Greenbelt itself and was a major sup- 
plier of materials for road construc- 
tion in the county. 

Earliest History 

The site first showed up on two 
19th-century maps as a blank area 
where two streams join. One un- 
named stream flowed in from the 
east—from roughly the region of In- 
dian Springs and Greenbelt Lake. 
Near present Branchville this tributary 
was shown merging with a larger 
stream flowing south and more or 
less parallel to the railroad tracks. 

On the 1861 map labeled 
Vansville District 1, from Martenet’s 
Map of Prince George’s County, the 
stream is called Paint Branch. On 
the second, G. M. Hopkins’ Atlas of 
the county of 1878, it is called East 
Branch, an earlier designation for the 
present name of Indian Creek. 

(The Martenet atlas is available in 
a new edition by the Prince George's 
County Historical Society. The 
Hopkins map was reproduced in 
“Greenbelt: History of a New 


Town—1937-1987.”) 

On both maps names of property 
owners are listed on tracts of land 
nearby, the sites of early tobacco 
farms; but no name appears on the 
land where the two streams con- 
verge. And with good reason. For 
it came to be known as the 
Branchville swamp. 

On both sides of the swamp area, 
local farmers mined surface iron, 
which was shipped out by rail on 
what was then known as a branch of 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad (the 
B&O). In fact, the Branchville stop 
had been created specifically for 
these iron shipments. 

Sand and Gravel Operation 

After the iron ran out, another 
kind of mineral resource—deposits 
of sand and gravel along the two 
stream beds—brought new value to 
the swampy region alongside the rail- 
road crossing. (Similar operations, 
under different owners, took place as 
well in tracts in what is now 
Greenbelt Park.) 

Besides its attention to the Smith 
tract, the 1974 MNCPPC volume 
noted the negative appearance of 
what is now the WMATA tract—the 
visible erosion occurring in what it 
described as the large vacant area be- 
tween the Springhill Lake apartment 
development and the railroad line. 
This land, the report stated, was 
“highly visible” from the Capital

Original six. 
More Options 

Three other design alternatives 
were also considered and re- 
jected. The first would have 
built 25-30 spaces to the east of 
GRH but would require 500 
square feet of GHI property and 
the removal of trees behind 
homes at 24 Court. The second 
would have built another 41 
spaces either over or under the 
existing lot. This was ruled out 
as too costly and, if overhead, 
aesthetically objectionable. 

Installing angle parking on the 
GRH side of Ridge Road would 
have required either removal of 
trees adjacent to the roadway and 
relocation of utility poles or mak- 
ing the street one-way. The 17 
spaces thus created were consid- 
ered hazardous to back out of. 

Council then authorized the 
expenditure of $4,000 to look at 
one more option. This would 
provide for a parking lot in the 
rear of GRH, but rather than 
building a roadway and retaining 
wall next to 20 Court, a roadway 
would be constructed across city 
parkland (Parcel 2) from 
Gardenway to the parking lot and 
behind 24, 26 and 28 Courts. 
The cost would be $265,000 for 
26 spaces. The lot could later be 
expanded to 52 spaces, if neces- 
sary. 

Engineers found that in order 
to provide a roadway that 
wouldn’t disturb gardens planted 
in that area, 80 trees would have 
to be removed. It would also be 
necessary to relocate 470 feet of 
the pathway leading to the 
Spellman pedestrian overpass. 
The cost for this solution was 
higher than city staff expected 
because of the need to provide 
roadway lighting at a cost of 
$10,000 per light. 

Davis said she appreciated 
seeing this new proposal on pa- 
per. Its problems became quite 
graphic for her. Councilmember 
Rodney Roberts called access 
from Gardenway a “bad option,” 





citing its impact on housing units 
and on the greenbelt itself. Sue 
Krofchik of Northway noted that 
at a cost of $10,000 per space, 
the cost of building the 
Gardenway option was compa- 
rable to the high cost previously 
rejected to build a parking struc- 
ture. Hruby noted that if 52 
spaces were built, the cost per 
space would be less. 

Councilmember Alan Turnbull 
said he was astounded at the 
prices to be paid in order to solve 
a problem of 41 spaces for 46 
residents. For that price, he said, 
the city could buy out five resi- 
dences at better prices than is 
paid for condominiums and create 
five more spaces. However, he 
was not proposing that the city 
do that. “We don’t have a hor- 
rible condition that requires a 
quarter-million dollar expendi- 
ture,” he said. 

Angle Parking 

Jim Cassels of GRH urged 
greater consideration of angle 
parking, as is the case on 
Centerway. He felt only one 
small tree would be lost. Roberts 
agreed that further consideration 
of this option was needed, calling 
angle parking no more dangerous 
than parallel parking. Turnbull 
noted that in the Midwest, many 
towns have angle parking on their 
main streets. He suggested that 
angle parking be tied to traffic 
calming, saying that it would not 
hurt anyone to slow down for 
half a block. 

Vincent Petrone noted that 
Ridge would have to be widened 
for angle parking unless traffic 
was made one-way. Keith 
Jahoda said, “Who says Ridge 
Road has to be two-ways?” He 
proposed making Ridge Road 
one-way in one direction and 
Crescent Road one-way in the 
other. However, he told the au- 
dience that his idea was only fif- 
teen minutes old and he hadn’t 
worked everything out. 

Parking Management 

At the council’s request, staff 
had also looked into ways to 
manage parking so as to mini- 
mize the need for spaces. Hruby 
reported that residents now are 
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required to obtain permits to park 
at GRH and that only one permit 
per resident is allowed. Presently 
46 permits are issued. She noted 
that many available GHI spaces 
are garages and that GHI requires 
each garage to be accessible for 
use by a vehicle. 

Hruby had contacted 14 other 
facilities similar to GRH to see 
what they are doing. These 
ranged in size from over 1,600 
units to 70. On average they had 
a parking ratio of .37 space per 
unit, below GRH’s .41. Yet 
these units do not seem to be ex- 
periencing GRH’s parking prob- 
lems and are doing no more, for 
the most part, to manage the use 
of parking. A few charge fees 


for parking; one requires that all 


cars be moved once a week. 
Hruby listed six options for 
managing parking: 1. Eliminate 
the permit system in order to get 
maximum use of available park- 
ing, noting that during some parts 
of the day spaces are available at 
GRH. 2. Require all cars to be 


moved once a week. 3. Put a_ 


cap on the number of parking 
permits issued. 4. Establish a 
valet parking system for residents 
with cars being parked off the 
premises. 5. Establish a parking 
fee. (The Maryland Community 
Development Administration, 
which regards parking as part of 
the tenant’s rent, would have to 
approve such a change.) 6. Es- 
tablish a car-sharing program, in 
which vehicles would be avail- 
able for residents to sign up to 
use. 7. Create satellite parking 
elsewhere, where space is avail- 
able. (How to get people to and 
from the satellite lot would have 
to be resolved.) 8. Establish 
street parking permits. (How- 
ever, laws permit public rights- 
of-way to be restricted only for 
specific uses.) 
“Shocked” 

Council was surprised to learn 
that all but one unit of GRH re- 
ceived rent subsidies under the 
federal Section 8 program. Rob- 
erts said that he was “shocked” 
that 99% of the apartments were 
Section 8, noting that the cars 
there were “awful fancy” for low
